TRADE BOARD CAN'T 
SCAN PRIVATE RECORDS 


Court Rules in’ Bread Inquiry 
That There Is No Right to 
“Invade Business Privacy.”’ 
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By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The 
Millers’ National Federation was 
told by the District of Columbia 
courts today that it need not pro- 
duce priygte records asked for by 
the Federal Trade Commission in 
its inquiry into bread and flour 
prices. 

The court held that in ordering 
the investigation, the Senate did 
not intend to authorize the com- 
mission to force the submission of 
the private records of firms in the 


milling and baking industries, or'| 


to compel witnesses to go to Chi- 
cago from every part of the coun- 
try to attend hearings. 

After saying that 
the records undoubtedly would be 
turned over to the Senate by the 
commission, and thus made pub- 
lic, the decision continued: 

“No mere administrative agency, 
acting as such, has any right to 
invade the privacy of business, ex- 
cept as prescribed by law, and then 
only within constitutional limita- 
tions. Indeed, so far as natural 
persons or private corporations are 
concerned, it is certain that Con- 
gress cannot give administrative 
offiicals authority to rummage 
through papers without their con- 
sent in the hope that evidence may 
be discovered useful for a public 
purpose.” 

The commission is expected to 
appeal to a higher court, for offi- 
cials contend that should.an in- 
junction granted today be permit- 
ted to stand, the bread inquiry 
would be greatly handicapped.

Digs Out 


WORKMEN, REVIVED BY NAPS 
IN OPEN, RESUME TASK OF 


CLEARING MAIN HIGHWAYS 


Wreckage From Sea and Land in Tangled 
Mass — Merchants Do Business With Store 
Fronts Gaping Wide Open.

MIAMI, Fia., Sept. 22.—With 
the bodies of most of their dead 
already recovered and their in- 
jured under treatment in a dozen 
hospitals, the towns in the Miami 
district now are well on their 


way toward the work of repair-'| 


ing, insofar as possible, the prop- 
erty damage done by the tropical 
hurricane of Friday night and Sat- 
urday morning. 

Already the downtown streets of 
Miami are cleaned of the litter 
strewn in them by the terrific gale 
which raged for 10 hours at a veloc- 
ity of more than 120 miles an hour, 
and gangs of workmen in the res- 
idential districts are clearing the 
main highways so that more com- 
prehensive. construction work may 


be begun. 

The correspondent, who arrived 
at 3 o’clock yesterday morning, 
found the city taking a short rest, 
the first it has had since the storm 
descended Friday night. Sleeping 
men men were found on every 
hand, in doorways, mm tne hotel lob- 
tains—all in the strange attitude 
that betoken utter exhaustion. 

Asleep In Open Places. 

Down East Frage street, the 
main thoroughfare of the downtown 
district, the bright moonhght 
showed only a few militiamen and 
naval reservists on duty as guards, 
Somewhere, on one of the side 
streets, a vacuum cleaner was puf- 
fing away vigorously and shovels 
clanked as a crew of men worked 
at wreckage. But for the most part 
the city was sleeping, its lights out, 
its only illumination a few flicker- 
ing lanterns and the pale light of 
the full moon. 

Two hours later and it had 
sprung into activity again. Ambu- 
lances tore again through the 
streets, their sirens shrieking as 
they transferred injured men and 
women from the emergency hospi- 
tals to the permanent institutions. 
A long line of motor trucks, filled 
with workmen and tools rumbled 
east down East Flagler street and 
north along the shore of Biscayne 
Bay to the causeways leading to 
Miami Beach. 

Marks of the Tempest. 

The stroller through the down- 

“town streets found the marks of 
the tempest on every hand. At the 
Roberts Hotel on East Fiag'er 
street at least 1000 yards from the 
water front one could see the mark 
made by the waters of Biscayne 
Bay as they were blown inland by 
the hurricane. Here the water 
had been three feet deep in the 
lobby. 

At least 50 per cent of the pla‘e 
glass windows in the downtown 
district were smashed by the ‘ter- 
rific wind and the open fronts of 
the stores gaped hollowly at the 
passerby. On every side one saw 
signs “open for business.” And 
{in most of the street stores, one 
might step right through the show 
windows into the interior. 

The most striking example of 
the power of the storm, however, 
was to be found at the foot of East 
Flagler street. There on the shores 
of the bay Miami had thrown its 
greatest efforts at beauty in Royal 
Palm Park and the Municipal 
Park, two lavishly landscaped 
etretches of water front property 
upon which face the most exclusive 
hotels of the winter resort. 


Sea Wreckage far Upshore. 

But no imagination could con- 
jure the change that the storm 
had wrought there. Boats of every 
description—huge iron barges, a 
rusty tramp steamer, a score of 
yachts and large boats, row boats 
without number, automobiles tin 
every stage of dilapidation, sailing 
vessels a sub chaser-—all were 
tossed together on the shore by 
the storm in a scene of confusion 
and desolation. 

On the very doorstep of the Mc- 
Calister Hotel, 300 yards froin the 
water, are two huge wooden 
barges, such as are used in SBSt. 
Touts ag landing stages for the ex- 
cursion steamers. They will have 
to be torn up for it is out of the 
question to move them back to the 
water line. | 

Just a short distance awny is a 
steel barge of equal size whsh the 
onrushing water overturned. The 
edge of a wrecked automobile may 
be seen below the huge rusty 
scow. In among the shorn cocoa- 
nut and royal palms, lying on their 
beam ends or with théir keels sky- 
ward are a dozen of fine motor 
boats and small sailing vessels, 
most of which were swept inland 
from the atages of the Miami 
Yacht Club. 

_ Many of these were carried back 
_untfl they came to rest against the 
Royal Paim Hotel. 

Directly east of the McCalister 
is a sub-chaser, used in the rev- 
enve service. It ie high and dry, 
50 feet from the waterline at high 


_ Parther up, after passing any 
mumber of small boats, smashed 


against the palm trees and mixed 
indiscriminately with auto wrecks, 
one comes suddenly upon a five- 
mast schooner, one of the biggest 
vessels In the harbor when the 
storm struck. It is lying on its 
beam ends, its bowspit lying sky- 
ward, its masts and ratlines stark 
against the blue Florida sky. At 
high tide its stubby rudder barely 
dips in the water of the bay.

Seagoing Steamers Aground. 


Out in the bay there are five or 
six large sea-going steamers 
aground. The water at high tide 
does not cover their screws and 
rudders. One of them was busily 
trying to work herself off the bar 
this morning but her screw could 
get only half deep in the water 
and her work was for nothing. 

‘Just north of the stranded sail- 
ing vessel the wind caught a 
freight train, tank cars, box cars 
and flats. Ruthlessly it whipped 
them over, 10 or 15 cars and left 
them lying bottom up to further 
tangle the mess of small boats 
which were thrown up at that 
point. The water which rushed 
over Miami beach and Miami! ap- 
proached a powerful tidal wave. 
The visitor who doubted the truth 
of that statement would revise his 
opinion after crossing one of the 
causeways to Miami beach. 


For the benefit of those to whom 
Miami is unfamiliar it may be said 
that Miami faces eastward on the 
sHort of Biscayne Bay. To the 
east of the town between the bay 
and ocean lies Miami beach. A 
long low island upon which the 
recent real estate boom has set- 
tled colorful collection of brightfy 
stuccoed homes. To connect the 
towns the two causeways Were, 
built of sand dredged up from the 
bay. 

Concrete and Steel Smashed. 


Constructed of concrete and 
braced with steel, they were re- 
garded bv engineers as capable of 
resisting the poundings of a heavy 
sea, a contingency, however, which 
was considered remote in a land- 
locked harbor like Biscayne Bay. 
But crossing the south Causeway 
this morning the correspondent 
found himself upon a dilapidated 
span from which the very car 
tracks, set on concrete and steel, 
had been snatched by the raging 
flood to be carried into the water 
on the north. 


On the south side, the direction 
from which the  neaviest wind 
came, the causeway had been bat- 
tered to bits by timbers, small 
boats, floating tanks, the hull of a 
wrecked steamer, all the fantas‘ic 
litter from the harbor, until wtiere 
there had been room for six auro- 
mobiles abreast, one could now 
barely pass. ’ 


Still there beside the causeway 
were a few of the evidences of the 
loss of life which occurred when 
the storm resumed its onset Sat- 
urday morning after a lull of more 
than an hour and found the span 
crowded with sightseers and auto- 
mobiles, 


Bodies Washed Ashore. 

The upper: side of the bridge 
were wrecked motor cars, some 
overturned on the very edge ana 
some hanging by their front wheels 
with their tonneaus in the water 
as though they had clung to the 
only bit of solidity tn desperation, 
A few could be seen in the waten 
itself, their tops barely showing. 
The remainder, perhaps a hundred 
cars, were washed into the water. 

For the most part occupants of 
these made their escape on foot, but 
many were drowned. Almost*a score 
of bodies were washed up Sunday 
and yesterday on the lee shore of 
Miami Beach.
